This is, 
more noticeable, however, in the prov ince 
of Ontario, lite manufacturing centre ot 
the Dominion. For over a week now this 
city has been a warming .vfith idle men, 
and women, too, all on the strike. Five 
hundred carpenters are deinaiuling an in- 
crease of wiigcs, ami 500 paiiiter.s will 
St l ike on Monday. The checkers and por- 
ters at the (Iruud Trunk freight sheds in 
this city are all out. Five hundred or 
GOO shoj) girls liavo joined the army, ami 
many other similar bodies ol meihai]i£8 
arc walking around. The same sLtte of 
afl'airs e.tists at Hamilton on a smaller 
scale. 

The Grand Trunk Railway einployJs, 
as a body, wore on the verge of quitting 
work, but tlie temporary suspension of 
the troubles has set in, and it may be tliat 
a general strike will bo averted. General 
ManaE;er .Spicer has just returned te Mon- 
treal from this city, and he says he can 
thwart the demands of the men, sliould 
they striko .ill along tho. line. The po- 
lice force of this city are also on tho verge 
of throwing down their clubs if their pay 
is not increased. Such a contingency 
hajipened here on a former occasion, when 
tho town was uiipoliced for a whole week. 

There is ;\ good deal of political signi- 
ficance attached to this universal ili.ssatis- 
factioii anionj' the artisans of (he Domin- 
ion. The foiloweia of the Con.servative 
and Protection goveriii.iciil of Sir .lolin 
Macdonald claim that since the passage of 
wleat we in Canada call the N. P., — i. e.,

wages advanced 30 per cent. Carefully 
collected data of wages in Canada show 
that .such is not the case.

Murlored hy Bixrfflars. 

Dks Moi.scs, ^la.) April 1().- -R. .M. 
.Stubbs, INIayor of the town of Polk City, 
wa.s murdered in his lionse at 3 o'clock 
j'Ciiorday nioriiing by tw.i unknown as- 
sasains, who entered by a rear window. 
Mra. Ktubbs and her huslmnd oocupicd a 
room at the head of the stairs, and while 
the rneu were making their ascent the 
wife heard them and aroused lier hus- 
band. Mr. *'^ubbs arose in bod and ask- 
ed what was wanted. The answer came 
liack, emphasizod with profane and oh- 
scene words: "Lie down or you will be 
shot." i\Ii . St ubbo .Cold the intruder to 
get oiM, and spr:iii^' out of bed. As he 
did .so a <i:irk lantern wafi turned on liini, 
and a pistol shot was fu'ed, the ball strik- 
ing; hini in ll.e left breast, just below the 
nipple, and penetrating hia heart, lie 
staggered to the head of (be stairs, tot- 
tcretl a mom cut and fell headlong down 
the tlight, :\ i-crpse. Tho mutdeiiers iin- 
nif.ilitclv lied through the front door, 
mounted horses, which had been posted 
near the front gate, and rapidly tUsap- 
pearod in the night. 

Tho object of the murderers was evi- 
dently Inu-glary. The murdered man was 
ainnmbei-of llio milling fivm of Egglestoii 
»fc Stubbs. Some time last summer their 
safe war! "hbnvii open and robbed of its 
contents. Since that time the funds of 
tho firm "tiave been kept by Stubbs in the 
house, us there ia no lank in Polk City. 
Ho wii« aJso treasurer of the school dis- 
trict, and nf nn Odd Fellow's lodge. In 
the.se oovei'al i-apacities lie would natur- 
ally handle x ronaideralde amount of 
fuilds.

Their counlrymen 
may ke ccpcctcd to give all their indents 
for execiiti(..u to that class, who arc most- 
ly Cantonese; so all the indents for pic- 
kles and stores will go their way. Tlioy 
will buy all tlio shirtings required for 
China in Rfanchester, and soon foreign 
houses will shut un in dispair, and the 
Co.iipardorea will Imvc the run of the 
Recreation Grounds at Shanghai. This 
accomplished, amid songs and loud liosan- 
nahs, they will banish before tho imagi- 
nation of the outside world ihe Yellow 
Specter. .
